Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability;

1 . Reference is made to the following document: 

D1: WO-A-8301203 

2. Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses a cubic logic toy from which the subject-matter of claim 1 differs in that 
between the external planar surfaces and the internal concentric spherical surfaces, 
conical sphenoid sh aped structures are provided, instead of the intermediate 
"tongue-groove" structures (20, 28, 32), which are sections of a spherical shell, 
disclosed in D1 . 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT). 



Since the internal parts of the several separate pieces are conical and spherical, they 
can easily rotate in and above conical and spherical surfaces, which are surfaces 
made by rotation, and consequently ensure a fast and unhindered rotation. The 
aforementioned distinguishing features are therefore considered as involving an 
inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 

3. Claims 2 to 12 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of 
the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

4. The industrial applicability of claims 1 to 12 is self-evident (Art. 33(4) PCT).
